stricken Friday night last, caused the death 
of Dr. William H. Wilson of 819 North 
Seventh street. The details of an amazing 
“Yate today by the 
coroner’s office and the polite. 

The bottle which contained the death deal- 
ing beverage had been sent by express to 
the physician's house three days before he 
opened it by a man and woman, the police 
assert, who, actuated by revenge and hatred, 
deliberately plotted to destroy him, tis wife, 
and his beautiful 5 year olddaughter, Vera. 


Circular Deceives Victim. 

To throw their victim off his guard, the 
couple suspected of having murdered him 
previously sent a fraudulent circular letter 
signed by a well known Philadelphia brewing 
firm in which it wae stated that a bettie of 
ale valuable for its medicinal properties was 
being forwarded to him as to other measbers 
of the profession tn the hope he and they 
might prescribe it to their patients. 

The coroner's office and police at once die- 
covered that the brewing firm, the Schemm 
company, whose name was used by the mur- 
derers, not only does not brew ale but does 
not use the form of circular Dr. Wilson re- 


ceived. 
Motive of Revenge for Operation. 


The motive for the murder was as strange 
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ae the method used to accomplish it.. Dr. 


Wilson, according to the police,. had, besides > 
his large and reputable practice, an irregular 
auc secret clientele. Some of the richest and: 
best known women of Philadelphia are said 
to have been his patients. The belief of the 
police is that the woman of. the couple sus- 
pected told her husband of the operation 
performed and ih a rage the husband plotted 
te destroy the physician's family, forcing her 
to. take part in the plot.

The murderers were evidently familiar with 
the. fact that it was Dr. Wilson’s custom to 
return home from his bungalow at Cornwell 
Spa every Tuesday and Friday, for the bottle 
of ale arrived at his house last Tuesday. 


Tries Ale at Dinner. 

He did not open it then, but put it in the 
ice chest, and not until he returned home on 
Friday was his attention directed to the bottle 
again. Dr. Wilson accepted the contents of 
the fake circular letter in good faith and at 
dinner on Friday he decided to sample the 
bottle. 

The physician was in excellent health and 
spirits, and the bottle in which lurked 
the deadly poison stood in front of the plate. 


Peculiar Taste Noticed. 

* Let me see what sort of ale this is,’’ re~- 
marked Dr. Wilson, holding the bottle to 
the light. The bottle bore no label except 
@ small one covering the crown of the cork, 
on which was the name of the brewing firm 
which appeared at the head of the bogus 
circular letter. He poured a small quantity 
of the liquor into a glass and took a sip. 
Only a few seconds had elapsed when, as 
a mouthful of the ale reached his palate, he 
said: ‘‘ My, but that has a peculiar taste.’’ 

As he spat out most of the fluid his wife 
reached towards him and took the still 
partly filled glass from him. “She tasted 
the contents, detected the same strange 
flavor, and quickly rid her mouth of the 
sinall quantity that had reached her tongue. 
Fortunately she did not swallow any or she 
would have shared her husband’s fate. 


Saves Daughter’s Life. 

“I believe there is poison in that ale," re- 
marked the physician rising from the table. 
As he did so he knocked the glass with its 
contents from the hand of his little daughter 
just as she, too, was about to take a sip from 
it. In doing so he probably saved her life. 

Then the physician, as the first tremor con- 
vulsed his frame, wheeled about saying: 
‘Don't touch that stuff, it's deadly,”’ and 
hastened into the kitchen. There he swalk- 
lowed a glass of milk in the hope of its acting 
as an emetic, evidently convinced thatthe had 
been poisoned. Hardly had the fluid passed 
his lips than he was seized with violent con- 
vulsions and fell to the floor. 

Mrs. Wilson, hysterical with alarm, ran to 
the front door screaming for help, her little 
girl joining in her cries. There was an ex- 
citing rush of neighbors into the house and 
several physicians were summoned. Before 
the latter arrived several men bent over the 
dying man, one with a glass of water in hand, 
and while they were thus administering to 
him a diamond atick pin valued at $350 dis- 
appeared from: his tie. 

Coroner's Detective Frank A. Pawl early 
began an investigation of the physician's 
strange death and soon discovered enough to 
convince him that Dr. Wilson had been mur-

Mre. Emmons Blaine was offered a re- 
appointment, but wrote to the mayor saying 
she had so much else to do she would ike 
to be relieved of the work. 

Of the new appointees, Joseph Downey has 
been a leading builder in Chicago for years. 
He has served on the board of education be- 
fore, acting as chairman of the bullcings 
and grounds committte, where his technica! 
knowledge was extremely valuable. He also 
served as building commissioner under Mayor 
Swift, and until yesterday under Mayor 
Russe. His successor as building commis- 
sioner bas not yet been selected, and until 
tt ie Deputy Knight will act.

BISHOP POTTER HAS RELAPSE; 
OXYGEN BEING ADMINISTERED. 


Son Chilled to Prelate’s Bedside, His I)1- 
ness Taking Alarming Turn After 
Breakdown Due to, Heat, 


Cooperstown, N. Y., June 20.—[ Special. }— 
Bishop, Potter is seriously ill here at Fern- 
leigh, the home of his wife, Mre. Hlizabeth 
Clark Potter. The bishop came here on June 
5 to recover from stomach and liver trouble, 
made acute by the heat which had prostrated 
him in New York. Hie condition was such 
tonight that oxygen was being administered. 
Dr. J. E. Janvrin of New York, Bishop Pot- 
ter’s physician. authorized this statement: 

‘‘ Bishop Potter has been greatly prostrated 
by hot weather for several days and his con- 
dition at the present time ie most critical.’’ 

Last Friday he .suffereda relapse. It was 
not until Sunday, though, that it became 
Known that his condition Was serious. A 
message was sent to New York summoning 
his son, Alonzo Potter, to this place. - Dr. 
Janvrin of New York and Dr. M. I. Bassett 
of Cooperstown are in constant attendance 
upon the bishop. Alonzo Potter arrived from 
New York today. 

Bishop Potter came to Cooperstown fol- 
lowing his illness in New York, and after a 
few days’ stay he was apparently much im- 
proved and was able to be at his office in the 
Clark estate's tM every day. He was 
often seen sailing on Otsego lake, and a few 
days ago said he hoped to recover fully. 

Bishop Potter broke down late in Aprii. 
He had been il) for some time and had been 
obliged to give over for the time participation 
in the affairs of the church. It wae said 
the original breakdown had been caused by 


overwork.

LIGHTERS TO REPLACE TEAMS. 


Company Planning to Establish Freight 
Stations eats de River and Make 
Thousands of tons of freight 


Case of Men Who Tried to 
Smirch Mayor Busse Will 
Go to the Jury Today. 


Lawyers for Defendants Bitter 
in Criticism of Pastor Who 
Employed Them. 


The case against James Marooney, James 
Mullaney, Harry Schindler, and Walter 
Gehrke, accused of swindling the Rev. Mor- 
ton Culver Hartzell out of §600 and of engi- | 
neering a blackmailing plot against Mayor | 
Busse, will go to the jury by noon today. 

Mullaney took the stand in his own defense 
yeeterday and added several more black fea- 
tures to one.of the vilest and most cowardly 
achemes to extort money ever unearthed by 
the police. Mullaney admitted that plans to 
*get"' Mayor Busse on one line of manu- 
factured evidence at least had heen in exist- 
ence for a year. 

Judge Chytraus in the morning Qiocharged 
Schindler from responsibility or part in the 
conspiracy, but said the jury et!f!l could find 
him guilty if new evidence connecting him 
came out. This developed in Mullaney's 
testimony. Assistant  State’s Attorney 
James J. Barbour asked the jury to find all 
the men guilty. There is a general expecte- 
tion that Marooney and one other will be 
punished, Marooney with a penitentiary sen- 
tence. The other men in the plot have heaped 
all the blame upon him, and he was painted 
as a monster of perfidy in Mr. Barbour'’s 
address. 


Infamy of Plot Pointed Out. 


Mr. Barbour dwelt upon the fact that in- 
calculable harm had been done innocent 
men. by the methods of the conspirators. 
He compared the situation to a man who 
had circulated vile stories against a minister 
and wished to undo the harm he had done. 

“**Go and take this bag of feathers and 
scatter them one by one along the roadway 
for a mile,’ the minister ordered the re- 
pentant man. The man did as he was told. 
He came back to the minister. 

“* Now,’ said the minister, ‘go and pick 
up every one of those feathers, no matter 
where it has blown, for only. $0 can you 
right me before my people.’ 

“These men got $600,’ Mr. Barbour went 
on, “but what of that? No punishment will 
stop the whispers they started against 
Mayor Busse and Ald, Foreman and other 
reputable men in this city. You men that 
\love your honor and character are here to 
right in some measure the damnable wrong 
that was done in this community. In doing 
this you may protect other business men. 
You will be bringing to justice a man who 
should have been brought there long ago— 
Marooney. He is a man whose business it 
is to assassinate character, who is afraid to 
walk in the streets for fear the police will 
get him. 


Snares Laid for the Mayor. 


"See the pilot that was started. Gehrke, 
the degenerate boy, was held up to Pastor 
Hartzell as a horrible object lesson. These 
criminals and outcasts whispered to the 
minister that this boy had been the victim of 
men high up in the city's affairs. But Ma- 
rooney was after more than the minister's 
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paltry hundreds. 


“The mayor is reputed to be a rich man. 
He has a salary of §18,000 a year. Marooney 
planned to send Gehrke to Fox Lake, the 
mayor's summer home. The boy rebelled. 
But what would have been the outcome if 
it had gone through? It is part of the 
mayor's experience to be kind to everybody. 
This 17 year old boy comes to his door. The 
mayor greets him and asks him what brings 
him so far from home. The boy replies that 
he has been turned otut by his parents: Then 
the mayor puts his arm around the boy as 
a father might do and invites him in and 
gives him shelter. But what happens next 
Gay? Marooney confronts the mayor and 
says: 

“**T want $10,000. You had a degenerate 
boy in your house all night apa I have the 
goods on you.’ 

“What would the mayor do? This is the 
kind of a man I ask you to punish.” 


Bitter Censure of Minister. 


Attorneys Erbstein and Roth spoke in de- 
fense of Marooney and Mullaney. They ar- 
gued that there was no conspiracy proved, 
although admitting that Marooney' got $600 
from the minister. Both lawyers spoke bit- 
terly of the minister’s connection with the 
affair. 

“This ought to be a lesson to all min- 
isters in Chicago,’’ said Mr. Roth. “ Mr. 
Hartzell was taken in hand by shrewd men, 
but in his anxiety to be a star reformer he 
stepped close to the bounds of crime. Why 
did he run to his lawyer when it all came 
out if he did not think.he was too deep in 
this conspiracy to injure a good man’s name? 
Ministers only make muddles of things like 
this. They do not understand life. Mr. 
Hartzell took the word of outcasts and gos- 
sip mongers instead of that of reputable men 
of his congregation as to the mayor’s char- 
acter.” 

Efforts to Blackmail Women. 

Mullaney gave strong testimony against 
his old “ pal,” “Jake ’’ Marooney. He said 
Marooney, with the aid of his detective agen- 
cy, was looking for evidence against wealthy 
married women, in an effort to “ shake them 
down.”’ 

He had known for a year, he said, that 
Marooney was trying to get something on the 
administration, that he might’ shake the 
mayor down.” 

Mullaney said also that Dr. Hartzell, 
through an intermediary not named, wanted 
him to pay Capt. Plunkett $25 “‘ hush " money 
for the privilege of running’ a poker game 
in the Stanton avenue police district. This 
Mullaney said he refused to do, on account 
of his friendship for the police official. He 
said he had known Marooney fifteen years. 

“J met him in March, 1907,” he said, “ and 
Marooney told me something about shaking 
down an official of the Southern Pacific rail- 
road. Then he said he had evidence against 
the mayor. He said he had some boys work- 
ing for him, and that he gave §3 to the boys, 
$10 to Schindler, and $10 to Gehrke out of 
money he received from Mr. Hartzell. 


Letters from Marooney Read. 


Mullaney read a letter he received from 
woe Sagat while Mullaney was in jail. It

Friend Jim: * Just arrived home, and heard of 
your troubles. Schindler, ‘* the swindler,” called 
today, and by the looks of things you should be 
sprung {this means released on bonds]. We have 
something on foot that would do your soul good.

Your 
friend, JIM MAROONEY.

Miss Walters told’the police she was ac- 
costed on the’ street by the Schultz woman, 
who asked her if she was looking for em- 
ployment. “I can find you a fine place to 
spend a day or two,’’ the woman is said to 
have told her, “and in a short while you will 
be making all kinds of money and. wearing 
costly clothes.”’

VICTORY WON BY RAILROADS. 


Federal Court Rules They Need Not 
Count Their Own Fuel Cats as 
Commercial Equipment. 


The Chicago and Alton and the Illinois 
Central railroads won a victory over the 
interstate commerce commission yesterday. 
The federal court issuéd an injunction re- 
straining the commission from enforcing all 
the provisions of an order issued several 
months ago requiring the railroads in ques- 
tion to change their method of distributing 
empty coal cars to mine owners and others.

Gen, Morez made the statement 
that political prisoners are expensive and 
extremely dangerous and are only safe when 
dead. But the ringleaders will be taken alive 
where possible. and according to report from 
Mexico City they will be given a speedy 
trial and if convicted publicly executed. The 
government has effered a reward of $100 for 
every revolutionist. dedd or alive, after con- 
clusive evidence is furnished to show that he 
was a member of the party plotting against 
the government.

Treated as Common Criminals.

American Resident Wounded. 

Dallas, Tex., June 29.--Carrying his arm in 
a sling, Sam P. Harrison, for the last five 
years a resident of Blanco, a smal! town 
about thirty miles from Ciudad Porfirio 
Diaz, arrived in Dallas today with his fam- 
ily en route east to visit relatives. Mr. Har- 
rison got his wound from a stray shot that 
was fired through the window of his home 
after nightfall three days ago. 

“That ig nota fake revolution,” said Mr. 
Harrison. “Tt is a dead earnest affair. I 
am inclined to think that the soldiers of the 
president are aiding and abetting the revolu- 
tionists. It is my opinion that the Mexican 
army is honeycombed with revolutionists.” 


Diaz’s Death the Peril. 

Asked his opinion of the ability of President 
Diaz to cope with the situation, Mr. Harrison 
replied that he believed the present president 
would manage the affair. 

“But, when he is dead,’’ added Mr. Harri- 
son, “and that will not be long now, as the 
president is getting old, the Diaz régime will 
be at gn end, When Diaz dies, I.look for a 
general uprising and the revolutionary ele- 
ment will take the lead in affairs.’’ 


DOUBTS UPRISING IN MEXICO. 

“ Don't believe what you hear about revo- 
lutionists burning and pillaging Mexican 
towns.”’ said A. W. Malcolmson yesterday at 
the Palmer house. “These stories, gen- 
erally fictitious or grossly exaggerated, are 
sent out by clannish Mexicans for the pur- 
pose of stirring up further opposition to 
Americans in Mexico."’ 

Mr. Malcolmson, Who is a business man 
of the City of Mexico, came from Mexico 
nine days ago. 

“There wasn't a sign of internal] dissen- 
sion in the country then,’ he declared. ‘‘ The 
Mexicans venerate President Diaz and have 
confidence in the man who will be his suc- 
cessor, Vice President Ramon Corral, who is 
an able. conservative man.

ROUND TABLE SCANDAL AGAIN 


Prince Zu Eulenburg Placed on 
Trial for Perjury, 


COURT EXCLUDES PUBLIC. 
Revival of Case Heard in Private for 
Sake of Public Morals. 


BERLIN, June 29.—Prince Philip Zu Ba- 
lenburg appeared in court today to stand 
trial on charges of perjury and subornation 
of perjury in connection with recent scan- 
dais, the revelation of which created such 
a sensation. The proceedings, according to 
the lawyers engaged in the case, are likely to 
be greatly prolonged, possibly lasting for 
weeks, owing to the large number of wit- 
nesses to be exaniined, while interruptions 
are-not unlikely owing te the precarious con- 
dition of the health of the prince. 

Interest in the case has been growing ever 
greater for months, due to statements and 
allegations implicating high personages, and 
it culminated in the arrest of Prince Zu 
Eulenburg, who was formerly ambassador 
to Austria and the intimate adviser of the 
emperor, on the demand of the state's attor- 
ney, who charges him with falsifying his 
oath during the course of previous suits rela- 
tive to the scandals and with inducing an- 
other witness to commit perjury. 

Prince Brought in Ambulance. 

Large crowds assembled today both outside 
the hospital where the prince has been under 
surveillance since his arrest, and the street 
The prince, however, 


court through a side door half an hour before 
the proceedings began. He arrived in an am- 
bulance, accompanied by a detective, and 
was wheeled into court in an invalid chair, in 
which he was permitted to remain seated 
throughout the trial. The prisoner looked 
cheerful and conversed in an animated way 
with his wife and sons while waiting for pro- 
ceedings to begin. 

Although at the opening the case was pub- 
lic. few persons besides newspaper men were 
admitted. Among the witnesses present were 
“Count Kuno von Moltke, former military 
governor of Berlin, who has been living in re- 
tircement in Egypt since the trial of his suit 
dgainst Maximilien Harden for, libel; Lawyer 
Bernstein, who defended Harden in that suit; 
and various tradespeople from Starnberg 
and Luebenberg, where the prince has his 
country seats. 

Jury Quickly Selected. 

During the swearing of the jury, which was 
selected in a few minutes, and the preliminary 
formalities connected with the reading of the 
charge, those already within the court pre- 
cipets were permitted to remain. The judge 
delivered an impressive address concerning 
the duty of thé jury and directed it not to 
take into consideration the social position of 
the accused, but to deal’ out justice without 
fear. He warned the witnesses concerning 
the penalties attaching to false evidence. | 

The prince made a reply in a broken voice. 
Then, on the state's attorney's demand for 
the exclusion of the public and the press in 
consequence of the evidence endangering 
public morals, the judge had the courtroom 
cleared, not to be reopened until a verdict 
was reached. 


ZEPPELIN’S NEW AIRSHIP IN 
SERIES OF BRILLIANT TESTS. 


Count’s Invention Undergoes Severe Ex- 
periments, Reaching the Highest 
Speed Yet Accomplished. 


* 


FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, June 20:.—Count 
Zeppelin's airship today stood brilliantly the 
longest and most searching test it yet has 
undergpne. It remained in the air for six 
hours and three-quarters, attaining an aver- 
age speed of thirty-four ‘and a half miles 
an hour throughout, the highest speed yet 
accomplished. For a short period the speed 
reached a rate of thirty-eight and one-half 
miles an hour. The airship carried fourteen 
passengers. The wireless apparatus suc- 
cessfully underwent severe experiments, 
working without a hitch during the entire 
period. 

Count. Zeppelin came here from Dresden 
to supetvise the tests. The balloon left the 
floating shed. shortly before noon and was 
towed a mile by a motor boat. Then, util- 
izing only the dynamic force and without 
casting out any ballast, it ascended slowly 
and majestically to an altitude of 1,000 feet, 
It started off toward Constance at full speed 
and then turned in the direction of Romans- 
horn, in Switzerland, where it went through 
a long series of maneuvers. It then made a 
descent to the surface of the water and com- 
municated with the accompanying motor 
boat. It rose again and proceeded to Ror- 
echach, at the other end of the lake. 

Later it was allowed to drift back to Fried- 
richshafen, whence it made a dash for 
a long stretch at top speed with the wind in 
ite favor as far as Constance, where further 
maneuvers were gone through. The trip 
ended within two miles of the balloon shed. 

Count Zeppelin expressed the hope that he 
would be able to undertake a 400 mile jour- 
ney overland on Thursday.

“Cigarets and Machinery’’ Demoralisz- 
ing, Says . ackie. 


New York, June 29.—[Special.J—In_ the 
course of twenty-five years’ service as a 
pretty able seaman in the Unitéd States navy, 
old Paddy Coyle has consumed exactly eleven 
and nine-eleventhetimes his own weight in 
ch@ving tobacco. These figures indicate how 
well founded is the confidence in Paddy's 
judgment om the part of Secretary of ths 
Navy Metealf and Rear Admiral Goodrich, 
commandant of the navy yard. ts:

SUFFRAGETTES’ GATHERING. 


Women Will Surround House of Com- 
mons to Appeal for Votes if Author- 


ities Let Them.

LONDON, June 29.—The police are making 
preparations for a busy time tomorrow even- 
ing, .when the suffragettes intend to sur- 
round the house of commons to voice their 
woes. The leaders of the movement will meet 
at Caxton hall in the afternoon and choose 
a deputation to visit Prime Minister Asquith 
to demand the right to vote. Asquith has 
not, announced whether he will receive.them, 
but it ig unlikely that he will. 

One suffragette leader said significantly in 
an interview: “We hope he will be wise 
and receive us.” Another, while disavowing 
any intention to commit violence and ascrib- 
ing past breaches of the peace to the gov- 
ernment, said the premier’s action would 
not alter the stiffragettes’ resolve, 

That it is an evening demonstration hag 
caused the chief concern of the officials. 
The commissioner of police has taken the un- 
weual courees of warning the public by 
formal notice of “the danger necessarily 
created by assembling a large number of 
persons tn the restricted area of Parliament 
square, through which traffic will be passing 
and passages must be kept unobstructed to 
afford members of parifament access to the 
house.” 

That a big force of police will be kept in 
readiness at Scotiand Yard, which is close to 
the parliament building, is certain. It is 
equally certain a crowd will not be allowed to 
fill the square. How the suffragettes pro- 
pose to marshal their hosts is unknown.

We hardly ever 
expect to do any business before 9 a. m. for 
the reason that the mail is not received till 
about 8 o'clock, and it. takes an hour to open 
it and distribute it to the various depart- 
ments. 

* Replying to your fourth question, will 
say I will have at least two, and perhaps 
three, filing clerks in the index department 
of my office, Where these petitions ought to 
tbe filed. There will be pereons who will direct 
parties desiring to file petitions where to go. 
Filing, will not begin till 9 o’clock in the 
morning. 

“Answering the fifth eusiiten, will say 
that the decision of the attorney general is 
; that I cannot receive any. petitions until July 
1. This would naturaily mean either in per- ' 
son or by mail. No advantage would there- 
fore be gained by having them received at 
this office prior to the regular mail July 1.” 


Foss Pleased with Prospect. 

Congressman George E. Foss, who is a 
candidate for Senator Hopkins’ seat, has a 
petition of 1,325 signatures prepared, but he 
said he was not convinced of the great ad- 
vantage of being at the head of the list. 

Mr. Foss held a reception for over an hour 
in the afternoon at his headquarters in the 
Great Northern hotel, recetving a number 
of business men of Chicago and delegations 

from a number of downstate counties. Ira 
Copley of Aurora Was one of his callers. 

I’rom the anti-Hopkins man of Hopkins’ 
own county Mr. Foss learned that he was 
‘practically certain of carrying this section 
of the state. Mr. Copley promised him 
1,500 plurality in Aurora. 

“I have been encouraged to believe the 
people are interested in this candidacy,” said 
Mr. Foss. ‘“‘In the counties which I have 
visited they have manifested great enthu- 
siasm and have pledged their support. The 
meetings have been packed and the people 
have been willing to sign my petitions. 

“In Cook county the prospects are so 
‘flattering that it may not be necessary for me 
to devote a great deal of attention to speech- 
making in Chicago. The business men of the 
ae city have interested themselves in my cam- 
er paign and they are starting a movement 
which will go along without my aid.”’

Stuckart was determined to run for 
the position anyway and he appeared to have 
the backing of Maclay Hoyne’s friends and 
Roger Sullivan’s following in general. The 
chances are that Stuckart would have beaten 
O’Connell hands down and O’Connell. could 
not have been more discreet in his decision to 
withdraw hed other duties been not so press- 


“Tam chairman of the county central com- 
mittee and ag such will have charge of the 
campaign,’ said Mr. O'Connell. ** Then I have 
my private Business, which takes a great 
deal of time. Altogether I decided that I could 
not undertake additional responsibilities and 
therefore withdrew from the slate*in favor of 
Mr. Stuckart.” 


Thinks Two Offices Enough. 


State Senator Edward J. Rainey of the 
Fifth ward had been slated for coroner.

Change in County Board List. 
There were a lot of complaints of the un- 
equal distribution of the county commis- 
sionerships, and to adjust the situation the 
name of John A. McGarry. of the Twenty- 
fourth ward was taken off the slate and 
Willlam J. McAllister of the Sixth ward 
named in his plece. 

To the twenty-two candidates for the nine 
Municipal court judgeships already slated 
the committee added these names: James 
J. Kelly, Sixth ward; M. H. Hoey, Thirty- 
second; L. H. Barkdull, Sixth; and Charles 
Schoenemann, Sixth. 

The slate then was taken before the full 
county committee and read. The only ob- 
jection to its approval came from Committee- 
man Peter J. Mullen of the Twelfth ward, 
who wants to be a county comnissioner but 
who found his name missing from the slate.

Thinks Bryan’s Popularity Largely. 


Due to His Preaching. 


Gov. Henry A. Buchtel of Colorado, who 
was af the Auditorium Annex last night, said 
that his state would go republican in the fall 
by at least 20,000 majority. 

The governor was elected on the republican 
ticket by that majority two years ago and 
he thought the state would do as wéll, or bet- 
ter, duting the presidential election: 

Mr. Buchtel wt] deliver some léctures in 
Towa, Missouri, and Minnesota before the 
Chautauqua association, but expects to get 
back to Denver by July 580 as to bein a posi- 
tion to entertain the dozen or so démocrdtic 
governors who are expected to attend the 
convention. 

“ Everybody is a democrat in Denver now,”’ 
he said, ** and will be until after the con- 
vention. The Denvér. newspapers and cit!- 
zens generally are anxious for a fight of some 


sort for the benefit of the advertisement, but : 


we areafraid that it will bé all smooth sailing 
for Bryan. He dominates the démocratic 
convention just as much as President Roose- 
velt did the republican.’’ 


Bryan Shines as Sisaclier, 

The governor is a personal friend of Mr. 
Bryan, as he is of Mr, Taft. He gave one 
reason that he thinks may account for the 
Commoner's popularity. 

“ Bryan makes more votes and more friends 
by his preaching than he doés by his political 
spéeeches,’’ said Goy. Buchtel. «“ There tsn’t 
anvthing logical in his political talks and the 
pevple won't stay to hear them, but when he 
begins to preach on ‘ The Prince of Peace,’ 
he interests his audience at once. He talked 
te something like 10,000 or 15,000 in Colorado 
recently. People heard him and came away 
saying, ‘Well, he’s a good man; anyway.’ 
Bryan also has a Way of relating humorous 
stories about himself that takes well.” 

The governor didn’t have any inside in- 
formation, he said, as to whom the democrats 
would be likely to name for vice president. 

‘ Gav. Johnson of Minnesota ‘would make a 
strong candidate for that office and would 
make a stronger candidate than Bryan for 
president.”’

Johnson Real Choice of Leaders. 

It is becoming more and more evident that 
although. Bryan is to be made the nominee 
on the first ballot and practically without 
serious opposition, he is not the réal choice 
of a majority of the délegates. On the con- 
‘trary, most of the strong democratic lead- 
ers from all parts of the country have come 
to the éonclusion that Bryan’s nomination 
is Imevitable because the rank and Gle of 
the party seem to want him. At the same 
time, the leaders are outspoken in deelar- 
ing that he does not have the confidence of 
the men who will be called upon to win the 
election. Most of them, while openly com- 
mitted to Bryan, would like to see Johnson 
in Bryan's place. 

The Minnésota governor will have few 
votes in the convention, but he has a warm 
place in the hearts of the delegates. Many 
of them believe he could carry Minnesota 
and the two Dakotas and stand a much bet- 
ter chance than Bryan in New York state, 
which, of course, is to be the real battle- 
ground of the coming campaign, because 
without the thirty-nine electoral votes of 
New York it will be almost impossible for 
Bryan to secure the election. 

Lots the old timers haye told me they 
thought the time was not entirely ripe for 
Johnson. They recognized that Bryan got 
out of the way at Sti Louis four years ago 
more or less gracefully and allowed the east- 
ern democrats to put up Alton B. Parker, 
who was unmercifully beaten by Roosevelt. 
They are sorry now they did not nominate 
Bryan that timé, because that would have 
eliminated him from the party leadership 
forever. 

Out to Get Rid of Bryan. 

They are going about his nomination at this 
time for the sole purpose of getting rid of 
hith. They expect him to be beaten again and 
think it an be a case of “ three times and 
out.” Then four years from now they pro- 
piese to pick up Johnson and run him against 
Taft, who will then be seeking a second term. 

AR this ie a cold blooded proposition and yet 
it sticks out at every angle. Many of the 
back country delegates are honestly for 
Bryan, they believe he is the natural leader 
of the democracy, and think he has become so 
conservative in the last half dogen years that 
he would be stronger with the people than 
ever before.

In those 
sections his nomination is almost certain to

Roger C. Sullivan says he surely will be re- 
elected as national committeenian from IIIi- 
nois.

Paul, 
where @ children’s carnival is one of the 
features of the Fourth of July celebration. 
It only costs $5,000 to give 10,000 children 
an outing with refreshments.

LIKES THE ENGLISH STYLE. 


National Speech Arts Association Holds 
Meeting at Oak Park. 


“ English dictionaries, which are abundant 
in America, might just as well be relegated to 
the shelves with the rest of musty books as 
far ae we Americans are concerned,” asserted 
Hannibal A. Williams, president of the Na- 
tional Speech Arts association yesterday 
afternoon as he toyed with a plump ned 
cherry at the bottom ofa lemonade glass in 
the parlor of the Park hotel, Oak Park 

“I refer to our pronunciation,” he went on. 
* We are ludicrous failures when it comes to 
aping the English. The English enunciation 
is perfectly proper and we could al) learn to 
handie our words with as much felicity as 
they if we took ourselves more seriously. 
The most surprising of it all is that we pride 
ourselves on our dictionaries. Every pub- 
lighing house of any repute boasts of a dic- 
tiondry especially prepared by a score or 
more of savants. Every school teacher has a 
dictionary on her desk.” 

Here Mr. Williams, who recently returned 
from a five year trip, around the world with 
his wife, paused to scrutinize the untractable 
cherry which avoided his attempts to har- 
poon it with a couple of straws. 


Slams at Américan Women. 

“ As Ib was saying,’’ he resumed. ‘‘ school 
teachers have dictionaries on their desks, but 
do they ever teach the pupil how to use them 
as regards pronunciation? They not only 
hide the key to duleet pronunciation but 
themselves fall into the faults of American 
prenunciation. 

“An American is known wherever he goes 
by his crass speech. Heis blatant and notice- 
able in public places. In a store you can 
hear a woman thirty yards away screech 
‘How cheap this is!’ or ‘Ign’t this a dear?’ 

r ‘Show ‘emtoher.’ The English are just 
the reverse. Everything they say is soft 
and low, yet distinct and pleasingly audible. 

“My remedy for this is assiduous applica- 
tion to and study of the dictionary. Don’t 
be afraid to pronounce your broad ‘a's,’ 
sound your consonants, and speak from the 
throat, not through the nose or ears. At 
first you will be laughed at, but in time you 
will teach your jeerers to follow your ex- 
ample.’”’ 

Mr. Williams finished his discourse, turned 
his glass bottom up, apologizing profusely 
for such a step, and swallowed his cherry.

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FREIGHT UNION VOTES STRIKE 


Railroads Given 24 Hours to 
Sign Year’s Wage Agreenient. 


LEADERS ADVOCATE FIGHT. 


President Flannery Says He Will Not 
Stop for Injunctions. 


Railroacs runt.ing into Chieetro were threat- 
ened with @ strike by the Freight Handlers’ 
union last evening unless within twenty- 
four hours-the companies agreed to me 9 a 
year’s Wage agreement. 

A resolution to this effeet was passed at 
a massmeeting held by 2,000 members of 
the union In thé International theater, Wa- 
bash avenue and Hubbard court, following 
a bitter attack on ratlroads by International 
President P. J. Flannery.

the Grant monument while apprehensive that 
her two children might be run down. He 
placed all the blame'on the polleertan, but 
admitted he was not an experienced chauf- 
feur and had no Hcénse. 

Meanwhile the husband of the woman, 
who lives at 6 Wright street, t# being 
guarded by friends who fear he will end his 
life. Over the telephone of Roberts’ under- 
taking rooms at 628 Wells street, where his 
wife's body lay and where the inquest was be- 
ing held, he threatened to kill Arthur MoCap- 
pin, 9517 Ewing avenue, who with his bride 
and several others were in the automobile 
when the fatal accident occurred. The ine 
quest was continued for one week. 


Censure Is Not Expected. 

It is doubtful if any ceneure will be ex- 
pressed Ain the verdict against the police- 
man, Bdward Delehanty. The officer was 
in pursuit of two motor cycilsts, one of 
whom was drawing the other cycle by means 
of a wire.

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LIPTON TO GET FOURTH TRY 


New York Yacht Club Says Chal- 
lenge Will Be Accepted. 


TWO BOATS TO BE BUILT. 


Sir Thomas Seeks Permission to Have 
Trial Races of His Own. 


New York, June 29.—[Special.]—The New 
York Yacht club announced. today it was 
ready to accept Sir Thomas Lipton’s chal- 
lenge for a race for the America’s cup, pro- 
vided Sir Thomas was willing to build a boat 
eonforming to the new rules laid down for 
competition for the famous old trophy. 

This announcement. was given out afterthe 
receipt of a news cablegram from Glasgow 
this morning which said that Lipton had 
made the positive statement in an interview 
that he would, challenge for the America’s 
cup and that he would sail a cutter (sloop) 
rigged yacht built.to conform with the new 
rules of the New York Yacht club, . 


Challenge Not Unexpected. 

The challenge from Sir Thomas was not un- 
expected on this side, although considerable 
doubt has been expréssed if he would finally 
conform to the conditions governing the race 
as set forth in the last manifesto by the New 
York Yacht club—of ‘building a boat under 
the ninety foot rule. It will be remembered 
that when Lipton challenged last year his 
challenge called for a race of boats”’’of a 
sixty-five foot water line, as he said, “a 
wholesome form of boat.” 

The cup committee of the New York Yacht 
club held that the cup stood for the highest 
type of racing boat up to the’ limit set for 
sloops, which isa ninety foot water line.

A SANE FOURTH. 


There are two methods of fostering 
Fourth of July sanity. One is the appeal 
to the common sense and the humanity 
of the community and the other is the 
police power. Both should be used. The 
first is the more effective of the two, but 
it has to be reinforced by the last.. 

The appeals to reason of the last few 
years, the pleas for a Fourth of July 
which should not be a day of noise and 
death, have not been resultiess, There 
is a growing popular sentiment of revolt 
against the misuse of the day. The ex- 
changes of Tue Trirsune from all parts 
of the country are telling their readers 
that the Fourth is too destructive of 
human life. When Tus Trisune began 
collecting and tabulating the Fourth of 
July casualties it provided an argument 
for a sane observance of the national 
holiday which will in time convince all 
who are open to argument. 

It is useless to reason with children. 
They are familiar with the noisy and 
perilous Fourth and cannot be persuaded 
that it is dangerous. They must be given 
a substitute. The day is a holiday and it 
should be made pleasant for them after a 
safe and reasonable fashion. The chil- 
dren would get more enjoyment out of a 
picnic than out of a toy pistol. So every 
movement designed to provide safe amuse- 
ment for the children on the Fourth 
should have substantial encouragement. 

There are many young men in Chicago 
who are not amenable to reason. They 
look on the Fourth and the days imme- 
diately preceding it as a season when they 
can with impunity. fire off pistols and 
giant crackers.\_The police power should 
deal with them. >As many offenders as 
possible should be arrested and fined to 
the limit. Next year they would be .more 
law abiding. 

If the campaign of education shall be 
kept up a few years more, and the police 
here and elsewhere shall do their part, 
-the country finally will have a peaceful 
and happy instead of a riotous and mur- 
derous national holiday. 


TROUBLE IN MEXICO. 


Americans. have invested more than a 
hundred million dollars in Mexican 
mines, railroads, and plantations. They 
have done it becaise they have had faith 
in the ability of President Diaz to main- 
tain a stable government and thus guar- 
antee them against loss. Their confi- 
dence has not been misplaced. 

The outbreak in horthern Mexico is 
the first serious symptom of dissatisfac- 
tion with the Diaz régime since its firm 
establishment. If the dispatches can be 
relied on that outbreak is not a revolu- 
tion and can hardly be dignified by the 
name of insurrection. Some ‘guerrilla 
bands have captured and looted one or 
two. towns and -are trying to take others. 
Their leaders doubtless hope for sufficient 
popular sympathy and support to enable 
them to oppose formidable resistance to 
the troops that President Diaz is moving 
to the north. 

“The duty of the United States govern- 
ment and of the state of Texas is plain. 
American “territory must not be permit- 
ted to be the base of operations for Mex- 
icans who wish to overthrow their gov- 
ernment. It is impossible to guard thor- 
oughly the long, wild frontier, but .it 
should be done as far as possible, so that 
the guerrilla bands may not be rein- 
forced or provided with supplies from the 
United States. If any of the guerrillas 
who have been operating along the Rio 
Grande cross the river into American 
territory they should be arrested if pos- 
sible and disposed of as future events 
may determine. If they prove to be 
merely plunderers of custom houses they 
should be given up to Mexico if it wants 
them, There is mo reason why a bandit 
should escape extradition by calling him- 
self a revolutionist and saying that he 
has been guilty of a political offense 
only.

Catherine the great, and his five brothers, 
are shown by historic record to have received 
from 1762 until 1788. when Gregory was 
superseded in Catherine's good graces by 
Potemkin, no_less than 20,000,000 rubles, be- 
sides jfewets; lands, and some 50,000 serfs. 
True, Empress Catherine owed him much.

[Editor of The Tribune.]—The probtemse of 
the tariff and also of the exchanges with 
Asia are quite certain to occupy much of the 
time of copgress during the next two ses- 
sions, and, this being the case, may I put on 
record the views of a distingtished Amer- 
ican, the late Prof. Francis A. Walker? We 


Walker as the greatest economist since John 
Mill, and-fhis two works on “ Money and 
Wages,” transiated into seven languages, 
are today being taught everywhere in the 
world’s schools. 

In London in the summer of 1804, arter the 
great fall/of silver caused by the closing of 
the Indian mints, it was my privilege'to dis- 
cuss this question with Prof. Walker In great 
detail. He then referred the financial dis- 
location of 1893 to the fall In sliver. 

He had, he said, no doubt whatever 
that they were related as cause and effect; 
that whenever there was a great break in 
silver—in other words, in the silver*exchanges 
with all Asia—inevitably the ability of one- 
half the world’s p&bulation to buy the goods 
of the other half must be curtailed, so that 
if Europe could not sell to Asia, Hurope could 
not buy from America. Unfortunately 1 made 
no notes of our conversation, but Prof. 
Walker left on my mind the ineffaceable im- 
pression of his overmastering anxiety as to 
this great exchange problem and that he re- 
garded the recurrence of these worldwide ~ 
crises as inevitable, given at any future date 
a considerable sudden fall in silver.

Since 1893 we have had no serious break in 
silver until last year: Is it not reasonable te 
connect your panic of last autumn with the 
gréat antecedent break in the exchanges w 
one-half of mankind? A few days after our 
discussion I met Prof. Walker at a small in- 
formal dinner. Our host, Sir William Houlds- 
worth, one of the members of parliament for 
Manchester, asked Prof. Walker for a short 
statement of his views, which statement he 
concluded with these memorable ords: 

“T regard this problem of siMer as far 
more than any mere problem in finance; I 
beHeve that with its right settlement is bound 
up the very progress of civilization in the 
western nations.” | 

It is not too much to say that such a view, 
coming from a source so distinguished, cre- 
ated upon the minds of his auditors a pro- 
found impression. Among qthers present I 
can recall! Mr. Arthur Balfour and the gov- 
ernor of the Bank of England. I made notes 
of the speech, which Prof. Walker corrected, 
and which were published in the New York 
Sun (June or July, 1804). 

The last letter I ever had from Prof. Walker 
was dated March 20, 1896. He wrote: 

‘The prospect of a conference is brighten- 
ing every day, though I confess I entertain no 
very strong hopes of any considerable success 
in the first instance. I believe that we have 
got to drink deeper of the bitter cup before 
we shali have the courage to do what is re- 
quired in order to re@stablish financial equi- 
librium throughout the world.”

Your community Is, first of all, a business 
community, and as such not altogether re- 
ceptive to the warnings even of a‘ theorist ”’ 
so illustrious as Francis Walker, but let me 
place side by side with the professor's warn- 
ing the statement of a brilliant and practical 
financier, Mr. Alfred de Rothschild. “Mr. 
Rothschild was one of the British commis- 
sioners to the Brussels monetary conference 
of 1898, called by Mr. Blaine, and in one of the 
last speeches at that conference he said:

modities? 

The reply to this embraces the greatest 
economic problem in the world, and I shall 
try to depict it in the fewest possible words. 
So recently as 1876 the late Mr. Walter 
Bagehot, when examined before the select 
committee on silver, stated that “ silver is 
the normal currency of the world.” Scarcely 
had twenty years elapsed when every mint 
in the world, east and west, was closed 
against this normal currency! That is the 
grand experiment, yet in its Infancy, at- 
tended with such terrible consequences in 
1898 and 1907, which the world is watching 
today. 

For a thousand years the exchanges with 
Asia, peopled by one-half the human race, 
have been silver exchanges. Asia:today is 
saturated with silver, absorbed and hoarded 
during her entire history. Asia thinks in 
silver; if she is to do business with us in the © 
west, how are the exchanges of her godds 
effected? How does she buy the cottons, 
for example, which the mills of Lowell would 
wish to sell her? Lowell offers to sell a parce! 
of shirtings for so many dollars, and the 
Asiatic must with his money (silver) buy 
Lowell's money (gold), and with that gold 
money buy the shirtings. :

Well Groomed Hands. 


A well groomed hand ie a rarity, even 
though many people are caréful about the 
nails. The hands show age much quicker 
than the face, for few people spend as much 
time on the hands as they do on the face, 
and then the hands are in water more than the 
face, with the result that they are drier and 
more apt to wrinkle. Soft and white hands 
are best acquired by night treatment. Use 
a tollet cream that agrees with the skin, and 
Tub it in thoroughly before retiring, being 
especially careful to rub and massage the 
knuckles well. Then slip on a loose pair of 
gloves to keep the cream on the hands. Red 
hands are caused by poor circulation and 
often by tight cuffs or bracelets. Smal! gloves 
often make the hands red and leave marks on 
them from the seams in the glove. The only 
way to effect a cure is to remove the cause. 


Frame for Embroidery. 

The choicest needlework is frame em- 
broidery. Fabrics are manufactured under 
tension and in most cases the result of this 
tension is secured by the last touches which 
they undergo when stretched on tenter hooks. 
‘To embroider succesefully one should have 
one of these frames, which can be made by 
the woman who is deft with her hands. When 
completed the frame looks much like a minia- 
ture curtain stretcher. The frame should be 
made of ‘hardwood laths, about an inch wide. 
Holes are bored on each end of each board, 
so that the frame can be made any desired 
size. An iron or wooden peg can be slipped 
into the holes to keep them in place. When 
ready for use make the frame the desired 
size and then the fabric is ready to be corded 
around with ordinary twine. The fabric 
should be turned over the twihe about half an 
inch all around and the cord should be sewed 
in with fine silk floss rather than cotton, 
which is likely to cut. “Sew the corners so 
firmly that there is no danger of their pulling 
out, as most of the strain will come on the 
corners. A large upholstery needle should 
be used for lacing the article into the frame. 
Commerce in the middle of one side and lace 
in each direction, putting the needle under 
the corded edge and drawing the twine 


through the distance of several yards. Then 
lace the two opposite sides and tighten the 
Lastly tightly lace the fourth side.

Notes for the Jroner. 


To prevent irons from rusting wash them 
occasionally in soapsuds, wipe, and set 
over the stove. When hot brush them over 
with kerosene, letting no part escape. 

During the process of ironing rub the 
irons frequently with beeswax tied in clean 
muslin, and wipe carefully with a clean 
cloth. Have at hand a bowl of water, which 
is to dampen any spot that has become too 
dry: 

Lace and embroidery should be ironed on 
the wrong side, taking care to pick out each 
point and scallop. To insure succéss each 
article must be troned perfectly dry. 

An organdie, muslin, or any cotton frock 
that is only rumpled, not really sofled, may 
be freshened by a thorough shaking and dust- 
ing with a soft brush, then sponged with 
weak gum arabic water and pressed with a 
hot iron. 

It is an excellent thing, if possible, to have 
a roomy shirt waist box in which to keep 
these dainty belongings by themselves.

BARS POOL TABLES IN SALOONS. 


Indianapolis Court Decides So-Called 
Amusement Feature Is Contrary 
to Nicholson Law. 


Indianapolis, Ind., June 29.—[Spectal.}—Ac- 
cording to a decision rendered today by Judge 
Pritchard in the Criminal court, billiard and 
pool tables in saloons are illegal attachments 
and must be disposed of. Since the passage 
of the Nicholson law the county commission- 


| ers have been issuing licensees to saloon men 


to rur billiard and pool tables in connection 
with saloons, and the practice has become 
common throughout the state. The court 
holds that pool and billiard tables are a means 
of amusement and come under the section of 
the Nicholson law which makes it fllegal to 
have any kind of amusement in connection 
with saloons. If the decision is sustained by 
the Supreme court, all saloons will have to 
dispense with these amusement features.

“Put this note in his clothes, then take 
them out to air and have them found by two 
witnesses,” pleade Mre. Pierson in her let- 
ter: “‘thie is all that wilt save us, for the 
Piersones did not tell any Hea,"’ she added. 

It is this that is construed by the state as 
a confession of guilt. the “ Piersons " mean- 
ing the family of her husband who instigated 
the poison charge against his widow and her 
alleged lover.

However, it is to be said with reference 
to the competition that the United Box- 
board people are inclined to belittle the 
prominence given the action of the Graham 
company in cutting prices $2.00 a ton. 


Hopeful Business View. 


W. C. Brown, vice president of the New 
York Central, takes an optimistic view of the 
crops and consequently the business outlook 
In the last six months of the year. He is 
quoted as saying: 

**I have spent five weeks studying crop 
conditions in Indiana, Illinois, Iowa; Missouri, 
Kansas, Nebraska, and the southern portions 


of Wisconsin and Minnesota. I have been 


familiar with this section of the west every 
year for the last forty years and I can say 
that never before have I seen the general av- 
erage of all conditions as good as it is naw. 

I do not mean that every crop is at its best; 

I have seen better winter wheat some years, 
but when winter wheat was better there was, 

for instance, no hay. This year the country 
will have the largest and finest crop of hay 
that it has ever had. 

“ Winter wheat is in good condition prac- 
tically everywhere, and the average of corn 
erep prospects is excellent. In the northwest 
I have never seen the small grains look bet- 
ter.| I believe that this year’s crops will 
me more dollars to the farmers and more 
tons of freight to the railroads than they 
ever had before. 

* Taking the west as a mrhole, there has 
been no depression. The purchasing power 
of communities depending upon railroad 
labor has been cut in half, and the trade of 


manufacturing communities has suffered se-. 


verely, but the farmers and farming com- 
munities have never had more money in 


*“‘ As for traffic conditions, there hae been 
ne improvement since May and I look for 
nothing substantial until early in September. 
The railroads will have to put their equip- 
ment in order for the crop movement—the 
New York Central lines have already begun 
to do so—and this will mean a littl more em- 
ployment for railroad men. The western 
railroads, however, are in good shape ahd 
are not in need of much work upon roadbed.”
